Local schools are 
not fundraising for 
essentials 

Chinook’s Edge Chair Roy Brassard 
said local fundraisng does not go 
towards needed textbooks

Parents in the Chinook’s Edge School Division are not fund¬ 
raising for essential items such as textbooks says Board Chair 
Roy Brassard. 

On the heels of a survey released by the Alberta Liberals 
stating that more than 70 per cent of respondents said they 
are fund-raising for basics like books and computers. Brassard 
said to his knowledge it is not happening locally. 

"No we haven't had any of that," he said. "Any fundraising 
is done for extras like band trips and school sports. To my 
knowledge no schools are raising money for essentials." 

Alberta Learning Minister immediately wanted to hear from 
schools that were fundraising for essentuals shortly after Lib¬ 
eral Leader Ken Nicol released the report. 

Ninety-one per cent of respondents said they didn't think it 
was up to parents to pay for basic materials. 

Brassard said the minister has gone on record as saying 
that he wants to hear about situations where people are 
fundraising for essentuals.

"If schools are short of textbooks and there is a chronic 
problem than he (minister) deserves to hear about it." 

Brassard said the Chinook's Edge School Division has been 
responsible with its resources and said one of the main rea¬ 
sons, the division isn't forced to fundraise for core services is 
because of the job administrations do at local schools. 

"One of the reasons we are in the position we are in is 
because of good site-based management. 

On the point that schools fundraise for items like band 
trips and school sports, Brassard wishes that too wasn’t nec¬ 
essary. He sites those experiences as being important in of¬ 
fering a well-rounded education. He agrees they are not es¬ 
sentials but that they are important nonetheless.

Local RCMP on the lookout for impaired drivers

Didsbury RCMP will be on 
the lookout for drunk drivers 
more than usual during the 
month of December. 

Checkstops will be set up 
almost every night in Decem¬ 
ber to discourage those who 
think about drinking and driv¬ 
ing during and leading up to 
the holiday season. 

"Although we do checkstop 
throughout the year, we in¬ 
crease them to a high level 
during the month of Decem¬ 
ber," said Didsbury Staff Ser¬ 
geant Ron Platz. "We do this 
every year to discourage 
drinking and driving and try 
to do it nightly." 

During the rest of the year 
local RCMP try to set up 
checkstops at least three times 
a week. 

Because resources are lim¬ 
ited for a small town detach¬ 
ment, local police will team up 
with other agencies and other 
departments to help run the 
December campaign. The Dids¬ 
bury attachment does the 
same thing during the rest of 
the year as well. During hunt¬ 
ing season they will do 
checkstops with Alberta Fish 
and Wildlife. 

Platz said he believes pub-

lie awareness campaigns are 
having an affect on the masses 
but not enough yet not to war¬ 
rant the heightened scrutiny 
during the Christmas season. 

"During New Year's Eve we 
are seeing more designated 
drivers." 

And in larger centres there 
are programs that are set up 
to give people who are 
partying a way to get home. 
Some programs have drivers 
that take people home and of¬ 
ten free transit or cabs rides 
are offered to party-goers. 

"But we always have those 
who ignore it. So we are out 
there to act as a deterrent. Ob¬ 
viously we hope we don't catch 
anybody but we at least want 
to be a deterrent." 


At a checkstop when 
RCMP pull someone over and 
have probable cause they have 
been drinking, they get the in¬ 
dividual to blow into an 
Alcoser - a hand-held device 
which measure three different 
levels of imparedness. If the 
result gives officers probable 
cause the individual is intoxi¬ 
cated they then bring them 
back to the station where 
they are forced to blow into a 
Breathalyzer machine. 

If the person is impaired 
they immediately have their 
license taken away and are 
given a 21 day temporary li¬ 
cence. After that they are sus¬ 
pended drivers unless they 
can prove in court they are 
not guilty.

Hearthstone trying to improve

If you had to, could you 
save a child from a life of 
abuse, would you know 
where to go, or what to do? 

If you wanted to start a rec¬ 
reational program aimed at 
keeping youth out of the trou¬ 
bles caused by small commu¬ 
nity boredom, would you 
know where to start? 

If your answer is yes you 
are probably involved in an 
aspect of child and family 
services. 

Unfortunately, the aware¬ 
ness in the public domain is 
slim unless you have had con¬ 
tact with child and family 
services and there are a 
number of reasons for that. 

First, the Hearthstone 
Child and Family Services Re¬ 


gion 5, which operates in the 
same boundaries as Health 
Authority 5, deals with sen¬ 
sitive and confidential subject 
matter that cannot be released 
to the community. 

Secondly, they usually deal 
with aspects of society life 
that people would rather not 
see. 

"Our mandate deals with 
difficult issues and people 
don't always want to deal 
with those difficult issues," 
said Hearthstone CEO Jon 
Reeves. 

Reeves added that there 
are also stigma's that have to 
be dissolved, stigma’s that 
don't portray child services in 
a very positive light. 

It is for those reasons that 
Hearthstone was trying to 
encourage a constructive pub¬ 
lic exchange to offer input on 


how they could improve their 
operations in the community. 

Unfortunately, although 
well advertised, community 
turnout was non-existent, the 
12 people that filled the 
school library were in some 
way associated with Hearth¬ 
stone. 

The first step in that proc¬ 
ess was a public information 
forum held at Westglen School 
recently. 

The forum was an oppor¬ 
tunity to become more in¬ 
formed on what services the 
region provides, said Hearth¬ 
stone's co-chair Wil Porat. 

Even though there was 
very little community attend¬ 
ance at the forum there is still 
ample opportunity for the 
community to become in¬ 
volved with children. 

In fact there was a con- 


DIDSBURY LODGE 

County Councillor says 
new lodge being built 
on backs of seniors

Mountain View County Councillor Dave Derksen said he 
believes the Didsbury Lodge is being built on the backs of 
other County lodge residents at last Wednesday's regular Coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Derksen, who sits on Mountain View Senior Housing board, 
formerly the Mountain View Management Board, made the 
comment after fellow board member and County Councillor 
Charlie Van Arnam told Council that rents will rise for sen¬ 
iors. 

The Mountain View Management Board approved a hike of 
four per cent for general rent across the County and Van 
Arnam said some of that money may be earmarked for the 
Didsbury Lodge. 

Derksen told Council that there hadn't been a requisition 
increase from Mountain View Seniors Housing since 1996 but 
that rents have risen almost annually. 

"I think it has come to the point where it is unfair," said 
Derksen. "I believe it looks like we are building a lodge on the 
backs of seniors." 

Derksen told Council that he would go back to the board 
and recommend they increase their requisition by one or two 
per cent. 

Reeve Ian Harvie said he couldn't support the comments 
being made by Derksen and said that if there was to be an 
increase in requisitions he would like to see what long term 
maintenance plans were and be given a whole picture of the 
County situation. 

Van Arnam added that County rates are a "fair ways" under 
what the province allows to be charged as a maximum. 

Raising money for the lodge has proven to be a challenge 
for Mountain View Seniors Housing. They battled the prov¬ 
ince in hopes of being able to raise funds through lotteries 
but have been unsuccessful in being able to collect capital 
costs through that avenue. 

They are allowed to fundraise for items that will go into 
the lodge through a separate society that has already been set 
up. The finished project will cost around $4 million. At the 
time of the official ground breaking that occurred in Novem¬ 
ber, $1.3 million was raised. The group is now looking at hav¬ 
ing part of the lodge financed now and paid for later. 

Doreen Wilson,CAO of the Mountain View Management 
Board, said they are looking at borrowing up to $2 million for 
the completion of the lodge, but that the goal remains to raise 
as much money as is possible to keep the borrowing amount 
as low as they can. The board has applied for $1 million in the 
new round of HAPI grants but have not heard back on the 
status of their application. So far about $10,000 has been raised 
through private donations including $450 that was raised re¬ 
cently at the Didsbury Chorale Society's Christmas Cantata. 

There are over 50 people on a waiting list for the new Dids¬ 
bury Lodge and the list for lodges in the County is about 180. 

Before the project starts to undergo construction of Dids¬ 
bury Hospital land, input from the public and other lodges 
will be sought.

"Their role is to be the eyes 
and ears of the community, 
look at trends and look at 
community needs and help the 
community be part of the so¬ 
lution to the difficulty of 
kids," said Porat. "Hearth¬ 
stone can't do this alone.” 

Hearthstone has programs 
for family violence, early in¬ 
tervention, community re¬ 
source programs, adoptions, 
child financial support and a 
host of others. 

To highlight one example 
of how hearthstone tries to 
protect children, it is the first 
region in Canada to have a 
child prostitution treatment 
centre to help address the 
trauma of youth prostitution 
and integrate victims back 
into the community.

Wealthy Canadians seem to 
be the most vocal advocates for 
cutting taxes. Looking at it 
from a moral point of view, a 
wealthy person may have to 
forego the purchase of a piece 


of jewelry, entertainment, 
travel or some other luxury if 
he or she has to pay more tax 
to fund public health care.

COUNTY COUNCIL 

Councillor wants 
action on building

Division 6 councillor Charlie 
Van Arnam wants to know 
when county council will be 
acting on the issue of the pro¬ 
posed new county administra¬ 
tion building, which was de¬ 
feated in a plebescite by local 
ratepayers by a margin of 
nearly 75 per cent. 

“We have a motion hanging 
out there on the new adminis¬ 
tration building, I want to 
know what we’re doing with 
that,” said Arnam. 

The concern was brought up 
at the end of the council’s regu¬ 
lar meeting held last week and 
Arnam was concerned at the 
lack of discussion the issue has 
generated since the October 
election. 

County commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude said the is¬ 
sue is scheduled for discussion 
during Council’s January 7 
workshop. 

The time frame was set-up 
to give the new councillors a 


chance to look at the issues as 
well as give administration 
time to prepare additional 
reports on the condition of the 
old building. 

Johnsrude says reports are 
being done on the structural 
condition of the building and to 
determine if there is asbestos 
in the insulation. Those points 
will then be included in the dis¬ 
cussion in January. 

“Administration right now is 
doing more work on it,” said 
Johnsrude. 

Voters turned down the reso¬ 
lution to construct a new 
county building following a pe¬ 
tition submitted by county resi¬ 
dents that forced a plebescite. 

However, it was later deter¬ 
mined, following the results of 
the ballot, that the petition was 
invalid under the Municipal 
Government Act. 

County council and county 
administration have both said 
the fact the petition was ren¬ 
dered invalid will not effect the 
validity of the plebescite. 


Waiting lists concerns local lodge

The Carstairs Lodge is full, 
the Olds Lodge is full, the Dids- 
bury Lodge, which hasn’t been 
built yet, is full. In fact, if you 
toured Mountain View County 
you would notice no vacancy 
signs on every lodge and as¬ 
sisted living facility in the 
county. 

The problem isn’t one that 
is expected to get better either 
as waiting lists continue to rise. 
“We’re basically in a crisis situ¬ 
ation in Mountain View 
County,” said Zander Cook, 
manager of Chinook Winds 
Lodge. “New applicants to the 
lodge can expect long delays.” 

Currently the wait list to get 
into Chinook Winds lodge is 
about 40 people and Cook says 
there are another 50 that still 
need to be interviewed and 
scored. That means there will 
be 100 people waiting to get into 
the lodge in just one of the five 
communities in the county. 

And, just because you are at 
the top of the list right now 
doesn’t mean you’ll be the next 
to gain residency into the 
lodge. 

“The wait list changes con¬ 
stantly one day you could be 


number one on the list and 
then be bumped down to five or 
vice versa, it’s not a first come 
first serve basis,” said Cook. 
Potential entrants into the 
lodge are scored out of 100 
based on criteria such as finan¬ 
cial need, physical need, emo¬ 
tional need, social need and a 
few others. The higher the ap¬ 
plicant scores, the higher on 
the wait list they are placed. 

“I’m getting lots of calls 
from people asking when their 
mom is going to get here and I 
can’t give them an answer its 
just so volatile,” said Cook. 

“The only solution I can 
think of is to add another sto¬ 
rey, to the building.” 

Although no concrete stud¬ 
ies have been done on the lo¬ 


gistics of adding a second sto¬ 
rey to the lodge Cook says he 
has been told that the building’s 
structure could support that 
type of upgrade. 

However, with provincial 
funding being cut back and 
very little support coming from 
government sources for capital 
costs such as lodges it is un¬ 
likely the project would be con¬ 
sidered feasible. 

However, Cook says the 
problem definitely needs to be 
addressed and the new Dids- 
bury Lodge will not alleviate 
concerns in Carstairs because 
that facility has already been 
filled despite the fact that con¬ 
struction has not begun and a 
waiting list is expected follow¬ 
ing its construction. 


STARS called out to accident 


On the morning of Nov. 24, 
RCMP Innisfail Freeway Patrol 
were called to the scene of a 
serious two (2) vehicle collision 
on the #2 Highway 4.6 Kilo¬ 
metres south of the Olds over¬ 
pass. Investigation has revealed 
that a northbound Jeep YJ, 
operated by a 23 year old female 
from Calgary, Alberta, was 
northbound on the Highway, 
when the vehicle lost control 
and skidded sideways through 
the centre median into the 
southbound lanes. 

A southbound trailer unit 
hauling hay bales, operated by 
a 24 year old male from 
Valleyview, Alberta, attempted 
to maneuver around the Jeep 
YJ, but the Jeep struck the left 
side of the tractor unit causing 


the trailers to flip on the high¬ 
way and spill the hay. The 
driver of the Jeep sustained se¬ 
rious injuries in the collision 
and was transported to the 
Foothills hospital by STARS air 
ambulance, where she remains 
in serious but stable condition. 
A 44 year old female passenger 
in the jeep was also transported 
to the hospital where she was 
treated and released. 

The truck driver and his 20 
year old passenger did not sus¬ 
tain any injuries in this colli¬ 
sion.

The collision is still under 
investigation.

Chinook ’s Edge libraries turn a new page 


Step into the library at Reed 
Ranch School, east of Olds, and 
you'll see a transformation be¬ 
ginning. First, the school plans 
to clear out some of the shelves 
and furniture that divide the 
library in half, making for a 
more inviting and open space 
for its 72 students. Also, Reed 
Ranch added the part time po¬ 
sition of library technologist 
this year. Then, the school or¬ 
dered approximately $1,700 
worth of books, and Reed 
Ranch will be changing its li¬ 
brary sign-out from the old 
card system, onto a library 
computer system. 

"This is great," said Donna 
Friesen. Reed Ranch Library 
Technologist, talking about the 
changes. "We think they will 
make our library a more wel¬ 
coming place, and that will be 
better for Reed Ranch students. 
Our library will be more than 
just a place to exchange books. 
We’re going to make it become 
a center for reading and re¬ 
search." 

Reed Ranch is just one of 
many Chinook’s Edge Schools 
working to improve its library. 
A library review conducted 
throughout Chinook’s Edge 
School Division (CESD) two 
years ago showed school librar¬ 
ies could improve in two areas: 
resources and programming. 
CESD's Board acted on the re¬ 
view and set aside $300,000 to 
assist with both priority areas. 

In the 2000 2001 school year, 
schools began using one time 
funding to purchase resources, 
mostly fiction and non-fiction 
books that go hand in hand 
with curriculum. At the begin¬ 
ning of the 2001/2002 school 
year, CESD hired a Library 
Coordinator to assist schools in

developing their library pro¬ 
grams. The goal is to make li¬ 
braries more than just a place 
to sign out books. The Divi¬

QUESTION: Our local school board is currently try¬ 
ing to decide whether boys and girls should be segregated 
for courses on sexuality and “family life.” What are your 
feelings with regard to coed sex-education programs? 

DR. DOBSON: I have severe reservations about 
highly explicit discussions occurring with both sexes 
present. 

To do so breaks down the natural barriers that help to 
preserve virginity and makes casual sexual experimenta¬ 
tion much more likely to occur. It also strips kids — es¬ 
pecially girls — of their modesty to have every detail of 
anatomy, physiology, intercourse and condom usage made 
explicit in coed situations. 

Those who have thereby become familiar and conver¬ 
sant about the most intimate subjects may later find them¬ 
selves watching explicit sexual scenes in movies, rock 
videos and hot television programs. It doesn’t take a 
rocket scientist to recognize the combined impact of these 
influences. 

Whereas it was an weighty decision to give up one’s 
virginity in decades past, it is but a small step for those 
whose conditioning began in the school classroom. Fa¬ 
miliarity “breeds,” as we all know. 

I am also convinced that the incidence of date-rape rises 
when the barriers that help a girl protect herself are re¬ 
moved. 

In some cases, no doubt, school officials have pushed 
for mixed sex-ed classes out of a sense of obligation. Some¬ 
how they feel this is what’s expected of them — that par¬ 
ents and the community at large want it. Let them know 
if you disagree! 

Tell your school board members about the educational 
advantages of separated classes. They may see your point 
if you present it to them from that angle. 

QUESTION: I am 19 years old and have struggled 
with a bad self-concept all my life. It seems that everyone 
I know has more to offer than I do. 

I envy the girls who are better looking than I am, more 
athletic or smarter. I just don’t measure up to my own 
expectations. 

How can I deal with my own insecurities? 

DR. DOBSON: Someone once said, “Comparison is 
the root of all inferiority.” It is true. When you look at 
another person’s strengths and compare them to your 
own weaknesses, there is no way to come out feeling good 
about yourself. 

That is what you are doing when you pit yourself 
against the “best and brightest” around you. This de¬ 
structive game begins in elementary school when we be¬ 
gin to evaluate ourselves critically. Even at that young 
age, our self-image is shaped by how we stack up against 
our peers. 

It’s not how tall we are that matters; it’s who is tall¬ 
est. It’s not how fast we can run; it’s who runs fastest. 
It’s not how smart we are; it’s who is smartest. It’s not 
how pretty or handsome we are; it’s who is most gor¬ 
geous. 

Thus begins a pattern of self-doubt that often becomes 
all-consuming during adolescence. For some people it 
continues well into adult life. This is why millions of 
women buy fashion magazines and envy the beauty of 
the models. 

It’s why we watch Miss America contests, and why 
some men read about successful and powerful business¬ 
men. 

When we do that, we're weighing ourselves against 
the most admired assets of others. It is an exercise that 
brings us nothing but pain, and yet we continue to en¬ 
gage in it. 

It appears that you are caught up in this destructive 
pattern. Perhaps a wise counselor or pastor can help you 
see that you are a worthy human being exactly the way 
you are and that you have been designed for a specific 
purpose. 

Mental and spiritual health begins with an acceptance 
of life as it is and a willingness to make the most of what 
has been given. 

When that is achieved, comparison with others is no 
longer an important issue.

COMMON GROUND 

Parenting by Grandparents 


How nice to be a grandpar¬ 
ent! Shopping or going to a 
movie with your grandchildren. 
Babysit for an afternoon or a 
couple of days to give their par¬ 
ents a break. At the end of the 
visit the children go home, you 
rest (they’re such busy kids!) 
and resume your normal rou¬ 
tine. 

For a significant number of 
grandparents in Canada and 
the United States this is not 
reality. The grandchildren 
don’t go home - they are home! 
Over 3.2 million grandparents 
in the United States are signifi¬ 
cant caregivers to their grand¬ 
children. 1.3 million children 
live with grandparents who are 
their primary, long term 
caregiver, often without legal 
guardianship. Although num¬ 
bers were not available it is safe 
to project that the situation in 
Canada is similar. This is oc¬ 
curring in families of all eco¬ 
nomic, racial and ethnic 
groups. 

Grandparents are assuming 
the parental role as a result of 
their adult child’s inability or 
unwillingness to parent their 
children. There are a variety 
of reasons for this including 


teenage pregnancy, illness, sub¬ 
stance abuse, economic hard¬ 
ship or death. Often it is the 
desire to keep the family intact, 
avoiding foster care for the chil¬ 
dren, that motivates grandpar¬ 
ents to take this life altering 
step. 

Grandparent and grandkids 
have a unique relationship. 
Children enjoy special time and 
treatment from Granddad and 
Grandma. When a child lives 
fulltime with their grandpar¬ 
ents that can change signifi¬ 
cantly. This new living ar¬ 
rangement can cause confu¬ 
sion, anger, frustration and re¬ 
sentment on the part of every¬ 
one. The decision to parent 
grandchildren is one charged 
with emotion. Often there is a 
feeling of guilt in believing that 
their own parenting might be 
responsible for their adult 
child’s inability to parent. If 
the adult child is in the picture 
there may be the added burden 
of parenting them as well. 
There may well be conflict be¬ 
tween parent and child over 
parenting the grandkids if the 
parent still desires to make de¬ 
cisions. 

Grandparents’ lives need to

be reorganized - work sched¬ 
ules revamped, retirement 
plans altered or scrapped, daily 
schedules changed. The adjust¬ 
ments as well as more bodies, 
busy, active bodies, in the house 
can create a strain on Grandpa 
and Grandma’s relationship. 
Money becomes an issue. Often 
retirement income is not suffi¬ 
cient to support the demands 
of raising children today. Un¬ 
fortunately there is little finan¬ 
cial support for grandparents 
who parent their grandchil¬ 
dren. 

The children come into 
Grandpa’s house confused, 
fearful, depressed and perhaps 
angry. Behavior problems may 
arise as they attempt to under¬ 
stand and cope with their new 
circumstances. Rules and ex¬ 
pectations may be very differ¬ 
ent from those of Mom or Dad. 
They may respond negatively to 
possibly outdated parenting 
methods. All of a sudden the 
children are no longer a de¬ 
lightful handful but a real chal¬ 
lenge. For more information 
please contact the Hearthstone 
Child and Family Services Com¬ 
munity Resource Coordinator 
in your area.

Low interest rates spark local realty market 


by Richard Westlund 

Local businesses that deal 
with real-estate have been 
busier than usual during the 
last couple of months due in 
part to interest rates being so 
low. 

First-time home buyers have 
been receiving a break and are 
qualifying to buy homes thanks 
to interest rates that are dip¬ 
ping below five per cent. 

"I think it has affected acre¬ 
ages and houses quite a bit," 
said Dallas Haeberle, who 
works under the Realty Execu¬ 
tives flag. "People who are able 
to make a five per cent down 
payment are being able to buy 
a house for less than what it 
would cost to rent one in some 
cases." 

Haeberle says if you look 
around town you won't find an 
abundance of houses for sale be¬ 
cause many of them have al¬ 
ready changed hands. 

"We had a fairly good fall and 
I think that's why," he said. 

RE/MAX agent Dan Peters 
agrees. He says more first time 
home owners have been 
brought into the market and 
that people who have wanted 
to move up to a larger home or 
a larger lot have taken the op¬ 
portunity to do so. 

"With the low interest rates 
our business hasn't gone crazy, 
but it certainly has helped." 

Peters said the market 
slowed down during the end of 
September and the beginning of 
November. He said he believes 
the Sept. 11 attacks on the 
United States had something to 
do with it although he admits 
there is no way to know that 
for sure. 

It was shortly after the at¬ 
tacks that interest rates started 
to take a turn towards the 
downward side. 

Business picked up in No¬ 
vember for Peters who said he 
is busier now than he was in 
November of last year. 


And while low interest rates 
have helped, Peters believe the 
market could get even more ac¬ 
tive if there are signs that indi¬ 
cate housing starts may be 
back on the rise. 

"Generally when interest 
rates hit rock-bottom is not 
when the market is the best, but 
as the market creeps up ..." 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg said the 
2001 year has been the best 
year ever for housing starts in 
Didsbury. Two years ago hous¬ 
ing starts were strong but they 
dropped off last year. This year, 
at 58, they are the highest ever. 

Wigg believes the low inter¬ 
est rates have made an impact 
indirectly to that equation but 
believes coupled with what 
Didsbury offers as a Town in 
an Aquatic Centre, hospital 
and small town atmosphere the 
area is the choice for people 
looking to build a home away 
from the city. 

"Didsbury has advantages 
over other communities," he 
said. 

Wayne Poffenroth of CLT 
Contracting said he has never 
been busier at this time of the 
year. 

"People who look at building 
or adding to their home look 
at the low interest rates and 
say this is the time," said 
Poffenroth. 

The rates brought a wide 
range of clients to CLT. 
Poffenroth said clientele ranged 
from first-time home buyers to 
people moving back to Didsbury 
in retirement. 

"It doesn't much matter the 
age group, people are taking the 
opportunity to buy the home 
they have always wanted." 

While the low interest rates 
have helped out immensely, 
Poffenroth agrees with Wigg’s 
theory of Didsbury being an 
ideal place to live.

Alberta bans use of dogs for recreational coyote hunting 


In response to public con¬ 
cerns, the Alberta government 
has taken action that strictly 
limits the practice of using dogs 
to kill coyotes. 

"Many Alberta residents let 
the government know they 
were concerned that people 
were using dogs to kill coyotes 
as a form of recreation," says 
Mike Cardinal, Minister of 
Sustainable Resource Develop¬ 
ment. "My department advo¬ 
cates on behalf of wildlife in 
Alberta and it is important 
that we reflect the values of 
Albertans in this area." 

It is now illegal for anyone 
to hunt coyotes with dogs in 
Alberta, unless they have ob¬ 
tained a temporary permit to 
do so. Livestock producers can 
be granted a temporary permit 
only when they have proven 
coyotes are responsible for the 


We have heard a lot about 
market based farming in recent 
years. Many farmers consider 
their production to be market 
based because they alter their 
acres according to current mar¬ 
kets. They use the marketing 
tools such as futures market¬ 
ing, forward contracting, op¬ 
tions and basis contracts to get 
the best price for their product 
too. So what can be more mar¬ 
ket based than that? 

"The basic premise of mar¬ 
ket based production is to find 
out what the world wants to 
buy and then produce it," says 
Ron Hockridge, crop specialist 
with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, 
Wetaskiwin. "This is in con¬ 
trast to producing a product 
and then going out to find 
someone who will buy it. You 
can usually still use the mar¬ 
keting tools to stabilize com¬ 
modity prices to some extent, 
but you are in a better bargain¬ 
ing position to get a decent 
price from the market if you 
have what the market wants." 

Finding what the world 
wants requires more effort 
than just selling into tradi¬ 
tional markets. It often means 
finding a niche market and 
that involves gathering more 
information. It also means 
checking details to ensure your 
side of any business deal is pro¬ 
tected. Some people are able to 
get the information they need 
from the news, subscribing to 
newsletters and personal con¬ 
tacts. Others find it easier to 
set up a network of people to 
share the research work. 

Marketing clubs have had 
varying degrees of success. A 
few elements contribute to 
their longevity. First, they have 
to be initiated by the people 
who will benefit from them. 
Efforts by extension staff to get 
a marketing club going have 
only been successful for a short 
time unless someone from the 
group decided to take it over. 
Second, the group has to de¬ 
cide to meet on a regular ba¬ 
sis. After all. marketing is all 
about timing. The research has 
to be done to take advantage 
of opportunities when they 
arise. Third, there has to be 


death or injury of livestock they 
own, and only as a last resort - 
following other coyote control 
measures. 

Alberta Sustainable Re¬ 
source Development and Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development share the 
responsibility for dealing with 
livestock losses caused by 
predators. The regulations have 
been changed and greatly re¬ 
strict the practice of using dogs 
to kill coyotes. 

The changes to the regula¬ 
tions included Shirley 
McClellan, Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, amending the regulation 
under the Agricultural Pests 
Act to create the permit system, 
and Mike Cardinal, Minister of 
Sustainable Resource Develop¬ 
ment, amending the wildlife 
regulation under the Wildlife

some structure and accountabil¬ 
ity. One objective of a market¬ 
ing club is to spread the work 
around and communicate find¬ 
ings back to the group. There 
is a synergistic effect when peo¬ 
ple pool their information. New 
ideas build on each other when 


Act. 

McClellan encourages pro¬ 
ducers to talk with their local 
agricultural fieldmen about 
ways of preventing coyotes 
from killing livestock. 

"Coyotes are an important 
and valuable wildlife species," 
says McClellan. "Unfortu¬ 
nately, they can also prey on 
livestock and cause extensive 
losses for producers." 

It is a violation under the 
Wildlife Act and Regulations for 
people to hunt coyotes using 
dogs without having first ob¬ 
tained a temporary permit to do 
so. Violators can be fined up to 
$2,000, serve up to one month 
in jail, or be given a combina¬ 
tion of both penalties. 

Alberta livestock producers 
are encouraged to speak with 
their local agricultural 
fieldman if they are having

coyote predation problems. 
Livestock producers will still be 
able to use dogs to destroy 
coyotes as a last resort, but 
only after proving that coyotes 
are responsible for livestock 
injury or death. 

Coyotes do eat harmful ro¬ 
dents, insects and carrion and 
are considered an important 
wildlife species in Alberta. How¬ 
ever, coyotes also cause over 75 
per cent of the predation losses 
of livestock in the province, 
causing considerable losses for 
producers. 

Producers should be diligent 
in taking preventative meas¬ 
ures, including: removing and 
properly disposing of dead live¬ 
stock, increased supervision 
during calving or lambing, ex¬ 
clusion fences for predators and 
using guard animals such as 
dogs or donkeys. 

Coyote Predation of Live¬ 
stock is a book published by 
Alberta Agriculture that can 
help livestock producers pre¬ 
vent or reduce losses from 
coyotes and other predators. 


The book shows how to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death and 
how to interpret the signs at 
the scene of the attack so that 
the predator species can be 
identified. The 31-page book is 
available at all Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture district offices and from the 
Publications Office, 7000 - 113 
Street, Edmonton, AB T6H 
5T6, or phone 427-0391 in the 
Edmonton area or toll free in 
Alberta 1-800-292-5697.
